SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply. 

Water  mains  have  been  extended  during  the  year  a  distance  of  1 ,000 
yards  approximately.  The  water  scheme  completed  the  year  previously 
has  proved  of  immense  value  to  the  Parishes  concerned  and  the  consumption 
has  increased  nearly  double  during  the  year  owing  to  increased 
connections,  etc. 

The  Parishes  still  remaining  without  a  public  supply  are  Doddington 
and  Whisby,  Eagle  and  Swinethorpe,  North  Scarle,  Swinderby,  and 
Thorpe-on-the-Hill. 

But  for  the  stopping  of  Government  Grants  there  is  no  doubt  that 
these  Parishes  would  be  on  the  way  for  a  public  supply.  The  huge 
mileage  and  the  small  population  concerned  makes  this  impossible  for 
the  moment. 

Sewerage. 

A  scheme  for  the  improvement  of  the  Sewage  Scheme  at  Bracebridge 
Heath  to  include  part  of  Canwick  and  the  Parish  of  Branston  has  been 
submitted  to  the  Ministry  and  the  enquiry  will  shortly  be  held. 

Very  little  headway  has  been  made  in  the  Scheme  to  be  prepared  for 
the  Parish  of  North  Hykeham,  which  is  well  populated.  The  estimated 
cost  would  probably  entail  a  special  rate  on  the  Parish  of  8/-  to  10/-  in 
the  £,  and  a  Committee  are  considering  ways  and  means  of  arriving  at 
a  possible  solution.  Help  by  means  of  a  Government  Grant  would  at  the 
moment  prove  a  considerable  help  in  arriving  at  a  decision. 

Scavenging. 

I  again  draw  attention  to  refuse  disposal  throughout  the  District. 
In  the  majority  of  Parishes  a  proper  method  of  disposal  is  non-existant. 

The  more  prevalent  use  of  canned  foods  adds  to  the  burden.

Purperal  Sepsis. 

We  have  no  cases  notified  during  the  year.  The  use  of  prontosil 
may  be  said  to  have  fairly  effectively  laid  this  bogey  of  childbirth. 

Pneumonia. 

This  disease  will  in  the  future  be  much  less  feared  owing  to  the 
discovery  of  the  drug  M.B.693.  This  drug  has  also  a  very  pronounced 
bacteriaidal  effect  on  the  gonococcus,  and  the  pneumococcus  when  present 
in  the  meninges,  which  latter  was  almost  certain  to  end  fatally  in  the  past. 

Cancer. 

12.8%  of  the  total  deaths  were  due  to  this.  The  prospective  Cancer 
Act  with  all  it  envisages  should  help  to  control  this  scourge.  The  use  of 
radium  in  many  more  cases  than  at  present  is  the  custom  may  save  both 
crippling  operation  and  life  itself. 

Housing. 

We  are  still  well  to  the  fore  in  this  department  which  gives  me  great 
pride.  In  the  not  so  far  distant  future  the  Council  will  become  quite 
a  wealthy  landlord. 
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Water. 

Only  a  few  villages  lack  this  boon.  As  always  in  the  past  more  and 
more  people  want  to  have  pure  water  once  it  has  been  put  “  on  tap.” 

Sewage. 

North  Hykeham  is  desperate  m  its  need.  Money  is  being  poured 
out  for  munitions,  would  that  a  little  could  come  this  way  to  avoid  a 
calamitous  burden  in  a  struggling  village.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  some 
epidemic  or  other  does  not  cause  heart  burning  in  this  regard. 

A.R.P. 

The  crisis  has  brought  our  vulnerability  (and  in  parts  our  safety 
also)  to  the  fore.  Much  work  has  been  done  to  train  people  in  First 
Aid  against  the  evil  day  should  it  come. 

When  the  present  tension  is  past  we  must  never  say  there  is  no  money 
for  the  simpler  cheap  things  of  life  such  as  water  supply,  sewage,  medical 
research,  etc.  after  such  unheard  of  pouring  out  of  funds  on  prospective 
organs  of  destruction.

Assistants  for  untiring  zeal  and  energy  in  a  good  cause.
